(4) M/s. United Breweries (Singapore) PTE Limited, Singa¬ 
pore, confirmed that they did not wish to make any com¬ 
ment. M/s. Borden Chemicals and Plastics, USA, stated that 
they had not exported suspension grade PVC Resin during 
the period of investigation. They, however, added that the 
products manufactured by them were exported from the 
United States of America. I hey were usually exported by 
the export companies to whom they sold and transferred 
title to the goods in the United States and they did not know 
at what prices these products were resold, nor to whom these 
were resold. None of the other producers /exporters from 
Argentina. Brazil, Mexico, Republic of Korea and the U.S.A. 
who were informed about the complaint of Indian PVC 
Resin Manufacturers Association and requested to make avail¬ 
able relevant information, as per the questionnaire circulated 
for the purpose, responded to the questionnaire within (he 
specified time limit. Exporters, who made a request for 
extension of time limit for submitting information as per 
questionnaire circulated, also failed to make available the 
information even as per extended time limit. Onlv Shri S. C. 
Chung, Commercial Attache, a representative of the Embassy 
in New Delhi of the Republic of Korea, appeared at the 
hearing on 8th October, 1992. and deposed on behalf of 
the exporters in Republic of Korea. 

15) The complainant Indian producers made their views 
known in writing. These are briefly as follows :■— 

(!) The export price of PVC Resin originating from the 
concerned countries were well below their normal 
value. 

(ii) Imports from the concerned countries have caused 

material injury to the Indian producers. 

(iii) The Indian producers have been compelled to reduce

D. EXPORT PRICE

during the investigation period. The information obtained wa» 
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considered representative of til transactions of the exporting 
countries i.e., Argentina, Brazil, Mexico, Republic of Koiea 
and the U.S.A. during this period. 

(14) Since none of the exporters responded to the Autho¬ 
rity’s request to make available the relevant information, the 
export prices were determined On the basis of the prices actual¬ 
ly paid for the products sold, which were found to be reliable. 
The Republic of Korean representative, however, accepted that 
their export prices were less than the domestic prices. 

E. COMPARISON 

(15) For the purpose of a fair comparison between the 
normal value and export price and in accordance with Section 
9(A)(2) of the Customs Tariff Act and Rule 14 supra, the 
Authority took into account the best available information with 
it in the absence of any response from the exporers in Argen¬ 
tina, Brazil, Mexico, Republic of Korea and the U.S.A., who 
were made a request to make available the relevant informa¬ 
tion from their end. All comparison on the best available in¬ 
formation were made at FOB level. 

F. DUMPING MARGIN 

(16) Since export varied considerably, normal value for the 
domestically sold variety of the exports were compared with 
the export price fob of the comparable variety cm the basis 
of the information available in the absence of any response 
from the exporters belonging to Argentina, Brazil, Mexico, 
Republic of Korea and the U.S.A. The margin of dumping 
varied with different countries. However, the average margin 
for all imports originating from the said countries into India 
was substantial. 


(17) The Authority has, on the basis of best available in¬ 
formation, preliminarily determined the export price, normal 
value and the margin of dumping in regard to import of PVC 
Resm (Suspension Grade) from the concerned countries as 
fellows

G. INJURY 

(18) The Authority considered that the effects of imports 
originating from Argentina, Brazil, Mexico, Republic of Korea 
and the U.S.A. had to be analysed cumulatively. The exported 
products of each of the countries concerned were like products, 
sold or offered for sale in the same market, had common or 
similar channels of distribution, were simultaneously present 
in the market and were not negligible as such. Consequently, 
these imports produced a similar and simultaneous effect on 
the domestic industry which must be assessed cumulatively. 


(19) Under rule 18 supra, for making of determination on 
the auestion of material injury or threat thereon, the Designat¬ 
ed Authority has to consider “Volume of durpped imports 
and their effect on prices in the domestic market for like pro¬ 
ducts and the consequent impact of such imorts on domestic 
producers of such products”. As regards volume of dumped 
imports the Designated Authority took into account the fact 
whether there has been a significant increase in dumped im¬ 
ports. either in absolute terms or relative to produc'ion or 
consumption in fndia. In considering the effect of the dumped 
imports on price, it is considered necessary to examine whe¬ 
ther there has been a significant price undercutting by the 
dumped imports as compared with the prices of an identical 
product in India or whether the effect of such imports is other¬ 
wise to depress prices to a significant degree or prevent nrice 
increases, which otherwise would have occurred, to a significant 
degree. 


(20) For tb» examination of the impact on the industry 
in India, the Designated Authority considered such indices 
having a bearing on the state of industry as utilisation of 
capacity; inventories, profits and price trends. 

CONSUMPTION IN INDIA 

(21) The size of the Indian market had been relatively 
stable during the period 1988-89 to 1990-91. The total mar¬ 
ket was estimated at 2,48,000 tonnes in 1988-89, 2,82,000 
tonnes in 1989-90 and 2,80,000 tonne* in 1990-91, The avail¬ 
ability of PVC Resin (Suspension Grade) was placed during 
1991-92 at around 3,39,000 tonnes, an increase of around 21 
per cent over 1990-91. 

VOLUME AND MARKET SHARE OF DUMPED 
IMPORT 

(27 Imports from countries under investigation increased 
froir 32.307 M. T, in 88-89 to 87,942 M. T, in 90-91 and. 
furt it to 1,40,909 M. T. in 91-92. It is significant that there 
was steep increase in imports in 1991-92 despite the severe 
import compression measures in force. A cash margin on 
OGL imports of 133% and on special licences of 12590 was 
imposed on 19-3-91. This was raised to 200% on 22-4-1991 
before being brought down to 150% on 8-10-91, 50% on 
9-12-91, 25 per cent on 1-1-92 and finally being withdrawn 
on 12-2-1992. As soon as the import compression measures 
were relaxed there was a urge in dumped imports The 
imports from countries subject to investigation registered an 
increase from an average of 10,829 M.T. per month during 
the first eleven months of 1991-92 to 21,794 M.T. in March 
1992. The increase in imports was from an average level 
of 396X M.T. per mnoth in the first eleven months to 6518 
M.T. in the month of March 92 for Brazil, from 925 M.T. 
to 8626 M.T. for Mexico, from 2596 M.T. to 3582 M.T. 
from Republic of South Korea and 3134 M.T. to 3322 M.T. 
for U.S.A. 

(23) The market share of imports from the countries co¬ 
vered by the investigation rose from 25 per cent in 1988-89 
to 31 per cent in 1990-91 and further to 43 per cent in 
1991-92. 

PRICES OF THE DUMPED IMPORTS 

(24) The Designated Authority investigated whether the ex- 
norters from Argentina. Brazil. Republic of Korea and the 
U.S.A. practised price undercutting during the investigation 
reriod. It was seen that while the average price was around 
S 800 per tonne CIF in the first quarter of 1991, it came 
down to around $ 700 per tonne on CTF basis in the second 
quarter of 1°9t and was around *8 560 p"r tonne on CTF 
basis in the third and fourth Quarter of 1991. Tn the first 
quarter of 1992 the average CIF price was arourtj $ 5,10 
per tonne. 

(25) The comparison outlined above shows significant price 
cutting on the Dart of the exporters from Argentina, Brazil, 
Mexico, Republic of Korea and the U.S.A. 

OTHER RELEVANT ECONOMIC FACTORS EFFECT ON 
INDUSTRY 


Installed Capacity and Capacity Utilisation 

(26) The installed capacity of Indian PVC Resin (Suspension 
Grade) industry was 1,41.700, 1.48,440, 1,48,440 and 1.86.973 
M.T.. respectively, during the years 1988-89, (989-90. 1990-91 
and 1991-92. While R.P.E. with a capacity of 1.00.000 M.T. 
commenced production in December 1991. Cbemplast enhan¬ 
ced its caoacitv from 13.200 M.T. to 28.800 M.T. reTannum, 
also effective from December 1991. The total installed capa¬ 
city of PVC Resin (Suspension Grade), on an annualised basis, 
as on 31st March 1992 was 2.64,040 M.T. 


(27) The production of PVC Resin (Suspension Grade) of 
the Indian industry rose from 1,22,000 tonnes in 1988-89 to 
1.6? 000 lonnes in 1991-92. 

(28) The capacity utilisation qf PVC Resm (Sirueu'ion 
Grade) was around 86<% during 1988-89 and 1989-90, 89% 
in 1990-91 and 87% in 1991-92.

The closing stock position of PVC Resin (Suspension 
de) of the industry may be seen from the following :

VOLUME OF SALES AND MARKET SHARE OF THE 
INDIAN INDUSTRY 

(3D) The quantity of indigenous P.V.C. Resin (Suspension 
Grade) available in India increased by about 34% between 
19881-89 and 1991-92, from 1,22,000 tonnes in 1988-89 to 
1,63)000 tonnes in 1991-92. Of the total availability, Indian 
industry accounted fey about 49% in 1988-89, around 45% 
in 1989-90, around 48% in 1990-91 and about 49% in 
199lt92. 

PROFITABILITY 

(3lj) Of the four applicant companies only three viz. Shri- 
ram, D.C.W. and Chemplast have submitted their annual re¬ 
ports showing their balance sheets including the profit and 
loss alccount for the latest year, 1991-92. The fourth company 
R.P.Ij. has submitted the annual report upto the year 1990-91 
whom it did not have any production of P.V.C. The three 
companies were all in profit in 1991-92. The pre-tax profits 
have increased in the cases of Shriram and D.C.W. while 
there has been a fall in the case of Chemplast during 1991-92 
as colmpared to 1990-91. However, no conclusion can be 
drawii from this because they are all multiproduct companies. 


PRICE TRENDS 

(32) The price trend of the domestic industry showed a 
steady rise during the years 1988 89, 1989-90 and 1990-91 
except for a slight decline in the last six months of the year 
1989-90. The increase was maintained during the early part 
of 1991-92 but a continuous decline is noticeable from January, 
1992. The ex-works realisations of Chemplast, DCW, SFC 
and RjPL declined 9,7, 6,1, 9.5 and 11.4 per cent respectively 
between December 1991 and March 1992. Since price of 
imports from the countries under investigation showed signi¬ 
ficant falls during the period January to March 1992, it is clear 
that thb fall in the price of domestically produced PVC resin 
was induced by the dumped imports. Jt is also significant 
that between April 1991 and March 1992 the average monthly 
CTF Value per M.T. declined for four ou of five countries 
under investigation even though substantial exchange rate ad- 
justmefit occurred during the year from a level of 1 US 
$ = Rs) 19.62 in April 1991 to 1 US$ = Rs. 29.41 in March, 
1992. ! 


5. 'file inventory increased substantially on 31-3-92 as 
compared to the position existing on the same date 
i’n p.evious years. A contributory factor to increased 
inventory was the additional domestic production. 

6 Price trends which were steadily moving up registered 
a decline in the last quarter of 1991-92. The C1F 
value of imports from four out of five sources 
of dumped imports declined in Rupee terms in the 
last quarter of the year ce p.ie the substantial down¬ 
ward adjustment of the exchange value of the Rupee. 

7. The. countries under investigation are, ail substantial 
producers of PVC Re.|n (Suspension Grade). 

(34) la determining whether threat of material injury Jo 
Indian industry is caused by .he dumped imports the Authority 
look account of the following facts 

la) Despite the impoit compression measures tiken by 
the Government of Indii, there has been an increase 
in the imports from the sources of dumped imports 
during 1991-92. 

(b) Dumped imports constituted an increasing proportion 
of total imports during the previous three to four 
years, the proportion of dumped imports increasing 
to as much as 84 per cent during 1991-92. 

(c) There has been a surge of imports during the last 
quarter of 1991-92 when the import compression 
measures where phased out and these imports were 
mainly from the sources of dumped imports. 

(d) Price depression which occured i'n the last quarter of 

1991-92 coincided with the surge in dumped imports 
and was clearly brought about by price undercutting 
by these imports, it is the price depression which 
has been the main factor behind the determination 
of threat of material injury. 

(35) The capacity utilisation of the rnd'an PVC R’sin 
industry (Suspension Grade) hats steadily increased upto 1990- 
91 but declined in the year 1991-92. The published financial 
accounts submitted by the applicants, namely, Shriram, Chem¬ 
plast, and D.C.W. do not show a decline in the profitability. 
However, since the financial accounts are for the multi product 
company, they are not a conclusive proof that the industry has 
been making substantial profits on sale of PVC Resin (Suspen¬ 
sion Grade). In view of the above, it cannot be concluded 
that material injury to domestic industry has actually occurred. 
However, it is apparent that if the price trend of the last 
miarter of 1991-92 and the rapid rise in dumped imports are 
maintained, decline in profitability and consequent decline ini 
employment, wages, capacity utilisation and financial returns 
from investment would certainly occur. Inventories are already 
showing an upward trend. The Designated Authority feels 
that the overall imbalance in the global demand and supply 
and the recessionary conditions in the world markets will 
continue to induce the exporting countries to sell at dumped 
prices. The Authority, therefore, has come to the conclusion 
that there is threat of material injury to the domestic indus¬ 
try from dumped imports. 


GONCIUSION ON THE QUESTION OF MATERIAL IN¬ 
JURE 


INDIAN INDUSTRY INTEREST 


(33) ;ln order to determine whether the Indian Industry is 
suffering from material injury or threat of material injury 
within the meaning of ride 18 supra, the Designated Authority 
It ;ok account of the following facts.

1. The market share of imports from Argentina. Brazil, 

, Mexico, South Koria and US.A. has increased from 
I 25 per cent in 1988-89 to 43 per cent in 1991-92. 

2. There was a surge in imports from these sources during 
: the last quarter of 1991-92, as the import compression 
i measures were phased out in the country. 

3. There was substantial price undercutting by all the 

I exporters. 

4. (tenacity utilisation in the country has shown a steadily 

I rising trend. 
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GENERAL CONSIDERATION : 

(36) The purpose ofr ‘anti-dumping duties is to eliminate 
dumping which is causing injury or threatening material in¬ 
jury to the Indian industry and to re-establislh the situation of 
open and fair competition on the Indian market which is 
fundamentally in the general interest of the country. 

(37) While Authority recognised that' the imposition 
of anti-dumping duties may affect price levels of the 
exporters concerned in the Indian market and subsequently 
may have some influence of the relative competitiveness of 
their products, it does not expect fair competition on the 
Indian market to be reduced by the taking of anti-dumping 
neasures particularly if the leave of the anti-dumping duty 
is limited to the amount necessary to redress the injury. On 
the contrary, the removal of the unfair advantages gained 
by th© Humping practices is designed to prevent the decline 
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of the Indian industry and, thus, to help maintain the 
availability of the widest choice of producers. 

(38) The Authority also considered and balanced the effects 
of anti-dumping duties on PVC Resin (Suspension Grade) 
imported from Argentina, Brazil, Mexico. Republic of Korea 
and the U.S.A. in relation to specific interest of the Indian 
industry and other interested parties including consumers. 

INTEREST OF THE INDIAN INDUSTRY 

(39) In view.of the nature of threat of material injury to 
the Indian industry, in particular the fact (hat when a new 
capacity has cotne in the Indian industry, it has been forced 
into the unhealthy situation caused by dumped imports, the 
Authority considers that in the absence of intervention, the 
disappearance of certain Indian producers is quite probable. 
This could entail a severe reduction in the numbers em¬ 
ployed and may lead to reduction of the choice suppliers 
which is not in the interest of consumers. 

INTEREST OF OTHER PARTIES 

(40) Arguments have been raised that the imposition of anti¬ 
dumping measures would be contrary to the Indian public 
interest because they would result in higher prices leos com¬ 
petition and may harm other Indian industries. 

(41) Although it is clear that price advantages based on 
unfair practices are unjustifiable and may in the longer 
term be harmful even to the interest of consumers when 
they have the effect on weakening competitiors and provok¬ 
ing their disappearances, it is unclear in this case that for 
the consumers of plastic goods the imposition of protective 
measures will result in substantial higher prices since PVC 
Resin, is only a raw material which has to be processed 
before, reaching the consumer. 

(42) As far as the processing industry is concerned, the 
patent of any price rise is expected to be limited in view 
Of the fact that a competition between the numerous Indian 
producers and exporters will not be reduced. 


CCM«XlKION 


(43) In conclusion, after balancing the various interests 
involved, the Authority considers that the imposition of 
measures in the present case will re-establish fair competition 
by eliminating the injurious effect*', of dumping practices. 


tion period. After adding reasonable profit margin the 
domestic prices were compared with the landed price of 
dumped imports. Both excise duty and countervailing duty 
were excluded from the calculations. Comparison was made 
between domestic and imported prices to work ctit the 
amount of duty necessary to eliminate the threat of material 
injury. 

FINDING 

(47) The Authority accordingly has come to the conclusion 
that : 

(i) Exporters from Argentina, Brazil, Mexico, the Re¬ 

public of Korea and the U.S.A. have sold in India 
PVC Resins, falling under H. S. Nomenclature 
Code No. 39041000, 39042102 and 39042109, below 
normal value; 

(ii) The Indian industry is facing a threat of material 

injury; and 

(iii) There is causal relationship between the dumped 
imports and threat of material injury, 

RECOMMENDATIONS : 

(48) Under the provisions of Indian anti-dumping regula¬ 
tions, it would be permissible to levy anti-dumping duties 
equaj to the margin of dumping. However, taking into 
account the interest of the user industry, the Designated 
Authority recommends impositions of the provisional anti¬ 
dumping duty for a period of four months, from the date 
q? Gazette Notification in this regard, at the rates mentioned 
against each country ;

(44) The Authority considers that it is, therefore, in the 
genera) interest of the Indian public to impose anti-dumping 
measures in the form of a provisional anti-dumping duty. 

(45) For the purpose of establishing the level of the provi¬ 
sional duty, the Authority took account of the dumping 
margins found and of the amount of duty necessary o eli¬ 
minate the material injury likely to be sustained by the 
Indian industry, 

(46) Since the threat of material injury has resulted from 
the price depress'on caused by the surge in dumped imports 
during the calender year 1992, and .substantial exchange rate 
adjustment took place on 29 February, 1992, the weighted 
average export prices for the product during the investiga¬ 
tion period was taken as the basis. Thesf price; were 
incensed by the basic and auxiliary duties of customs tor 
gif*, the pnice at which the product entered India, For the 
prrrooses of determining the cost of production in India, 
representative Indian cost of production were taken and 
Aataiilnffons were made oa ths basis of data for the inveetiga- 


(49) The provisional anti-dumping duty is recommended 
in terms of rupees per tonne instead of percentage in order 
to have clarity. This is being suggested taking into considera¬ 
tion all factors. This provisional anti dumping duty will be 
collected in cash as all other import duties. 

(50) This duty would also be applicable to new or any* 
other exporter from these countries who are not parties 
to the present proceedings. 

(51) The parties I exports concerned may make known 
their views and apply to be heard orally by the Authority 
wtihin one months of the date of notificalon of the provisional 
dumping duty.
